Influenza Spreading 
Around Waynesville 

Hazelwood Now Has 145 Cases. 
Capt. Woods Makes Report 
on Situation 



The following is a report to the 
Commanding Officer by Capt. John O. 
Woods on the epidemic of influenza: 

"First — On the third investigation 
of this date the epidemic of Spanish 
Influenza is spreading in numbers in 
and around the township and com- 
munities of Waynesville and Hay- 
w'ood. The report from the county 
chairman of the Board of Health 
shows 145 cases with a population of 
300 people of Hazlewood. 

"There has been ten new cases 
a day developing since the last 
report, which was made three days 
ago. The epielemic throughout the 
county is increasing according to the 
best statistics that I could gather." 

"Second — There is at present a sus- 
pected case of spinal meningitis in 
Hazelwood. The attending physicians 
have not at present been able to make 
a positive diagnosis. The case is be- 
ing watched carefully. The cases of 
chicken pox close to the hospital 
g-ounds are all convalescing and the 
quarantine will be lifted as early as 
deemed advisab'e. The cases in the 
hospital are a}\ convalescing without 
complications, no new cases reported 
for the last few days. There is still 
a strict quarantine maintained, all 
proper precautions taken to prevent 
the spread of infection. 

All maids employed in the hospital 
and in officers' quarters are inspected 
daily by order of the commanding 
officers.

Notvvithstanding all p.ccau-Ions io. 
pi event an epidemic of influenza oc- 
curring here, some cases have devel- 
oped, but every effort is being made 
to control the situation and pi'event its 
spreading. According to medical offi- 
cials here, there is no need for undue 
alarm, as all cases are being properly 
cared for and are placed in isolation 
to pi event any infection to the pa- 
lients and others here. Those who 
are already infected wear masks an l 
also the officers, nurses and attend- 
ants. Every ca.'^e that occurs is quick- 
ly isolated. 

The Commanding Officer requests 
that the men discontinue all mee'iings 
and refrain from congregating, a^ 
influenza is very contagious and i& 
easy to catch. The d"sease can be 
carried three feet in ordinary conver- 
safon, six feet in coughing and twen- 
ty fret in sneezing. The germs are 
kii etl by light and air and all are 
adv'sed to keep out in the open a 
I n ch as possible and avoid bad ven- 
f'ation. The epidemic here is light 
n cr.mua ison with othe)- p'aces an^t 
everyone is asked to aid in stampin-j 
out the di-ease here by observance of 
all precautions. 

Only three cases of pnetunonia havt- 
occurred so far. Sergeant Monroe 
who cent: ac^ed pneumonia, is doing as 
well as can be expected.

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Vocational Training 

(By George F. Baier, 1st Lt., M. C.) 
Art III. 
(Continued from last Issue) 



Vocational training for the wounded 
soldier is begun as soon as the wound 
is healed. If we were to wait until 
the lungs were healed in the case of 
the T. B., much valuable time would 
be lost and besides, the very impor- 
tant psychological effect of the think- 
ing about the future, from a construc- 
tive standpoint, would be lost. 

As we see a patient sick with T. B., 
enter the hospital — he is thin and fe- 
vered, racked with cough and more- 
over, exceedingly despondent. He is 
put to ibed and slowly improves. He 
begins to notice his surroundings and 
the first thing that greets his eye is a 
crowd of young- huskies — ^fat and 
sleek. He finds out they are also 
T. B. Then, he says, they never were 
bad. Yes, he is told, as bad or worse 
than you. Then he reasons, this must 
be a swell place for we T. B., and if 
the mountain air and ti'eatment has 
made them well, it will surely do the 
same for me. Just as soon as this 



state of mind supervenes, the improve- 
ment is rapid. After a while he is 
reading and writing and up out of bed 
an hour or two daily. 

Now this is the time when he will 
commence to think about the future — 
to wonder what to do for a living 
after he is cured. This is the time 
for reconstruction literature to be 
given h:m, for the timely advice, sug- 
gestions of the reconstruction board. 
Let him decide what to do and now 
is the time for the purely mental 
phase of the vocational education. 
There is no doubt that a great many 
of the courses of instruction will have 
a pe centage of so-called book knowl- 
edge. So, instead of reading such 
magazines as McNu'ts and S'ck\v 
Stories, etc., he can devote a little of 
his read'ng time to the perusal of 
technical artic'es on, say electric'ty 
or gas engines, etc., whateve • would 
have any bearing on his future I'fe 
work. Here again, let me say, the 
'nterest in a subject, the wish to get 



at it, is the father to the action. This; 
very wishing will certainly have its 
results in another noticeable improve- 
ment in his physical condition. The 
desiie to "carry on" will certainly 
have a tendency to make the actual 
carrying on more of a certainty. 

At this stage the will and desire 
may be so strong as to necessitate 
regulation by the .surgeons, as we will 
think we are a gieat deal better than 
we are, so it will be for the ward sur- 
geon to examine and say just how far 
we shall go, ju.st how much energy 
we can safely expend. And so all 
thiough the course it will ba necessary 
for sti-ict medical supervision of each 
patient student, to the end, that his 
recovery from T. B. shall be absolute 
fecure and at the same time his ac- 
quirement of a vocation t-uitable to 
his physical condition shall be rapid 
and complete, ^h&t he may leave the 
! o pita] a well man, fiPed for the po- 
sitii n the government will provide.
